Firſt, Several wholſome, ſound Exbortations, Kc, 


E T thy Moderation be known unto all men, for 
the Lordis at hand, whoſe preſence filleth heaven 
and earth; and let ſuch a Nobility appear in Thee 
as to try all things, and to hold faſt that whichi9 

good ; andeither to read, or to hear with patience before 
thou judge; for wiſdom becometh a King, and true rea- 
ſon ſelidneſſe and patience, him that is a Ruler of the Peo- 
ple. (Mark)The God of heaven hath put into my heart to 
write unto theeg,and in tender love both ts thy ſoul and bo- 
dy, to lay before thee ſeveral things, whereby thou mayeſt 
come to [ee and conſider, how the mighty hand and Jutltice 
of the Inviſible God hath been in theſe overturnings and 
changes, which have hapnedin theſe Nations of late years. 
Therefore conſider theſe things; The mighty God,rthe ever- 
laſting Father, He is the King of Kings, and the Lord of 

— Lords, and the wholeearth is his and the fulnefſe thereof, 
« and heruleth over the Kingdoms of men, and giveth them 

.- unto whomſoever he pleaſeth : Yea, he pulleth down one 
« and ſetteth up another, and there is no overturning or 
7 changing in Kingdoms, but it is either by his Commiſſion, 
© or permiſſion; and the Lord doth not do any thing,neither 

\$: ſuffererh he any thing to be done, untoperſons or King- 
©" doms without a cauſe (though he may do whatſoever he 
">pleaſeth) and who {hall call him to an account ? Yet all his 
©.doings are righteous, and his wayes are juſt and equal alto=- 

egether : and it is for the unrighteouſnefle ſomerimes of a 
= King or Kings, and ſometimes of a People, and other times 
Zof Loth,thar the Lord doth break,or tutter a Nation or.Na« 
xtions to be broken; and when he determines to break a peo- 

- ple, or to change Governments (or to ſuffer ſuch things to 
be done )in vain do men ſtriveto preſerveor uphold them : 
and the Lord may,and doth make whomſoever he pleaſeth 
his Inſtruments, for to do his determined work: and when 
they have done his work, theft he may do whatſoever he 
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pleaſeth with them : and many times his Inftruments,when 
they begin his determined work, appear very contemptible 
unto many : Yer, ſuch ſpeak fooliſhly and wichour under- 
ftanding, who ſay, that ſuch Inſtruments are too weak and 
cannot prevail, ſeeing all power 1s in the hand of God,who 
can give wiſdom, and ſtrengrh, and courage unto whomfo» 
ever he pleaſeth; Yea, ſo much as may accompliſh his work; 
and he very ofc — that which appeareth fooliſh, weak, 
and contenptible, confoundeth and bringerth tonought that 
"which —_— to be mighty and wiſe, that no fleſh ſhould 
glory in his preſence And when his Inſtruments have done 
his work(8& he determines to break,or [ufter them to be bro- 
ken again) let them appear neverſo wile, bold and mighty, 
yet vainly do they ſpeak, who ſay, ſuch a wiſe, bold, and 
mighty people cannot be broken, ſeeing the Lord can do 
whatſoever he pleaſeth 3 who ſuddenly can turn mans wiſ- 
dom into folly, his ſtrength into weakneſle, and his bold- 
nefle into dauntednefle of (pirit, Now ſuch things as theſe 
O King, come oft to 'paſſe, and none of them without a 
cauſe ; and they that aretruly wiſe, learn further and get 
underſtanding through all theſe things; Therefore is true 
wiſdom better than ftrength, and a right underſtanding is 
better than an earthly Crown : Therefore, O King, wait 
to feel the noble Principle of Wiſdom, which God hath in- 
{pired thee withal; for there is a meaſure of it in thee, 
though it hath been hid, and that meaſure is the light, 
which Chriſt the Wiſdom of God hath enlighrned thee 
withal, which light in thee is that which never had feltow- 
thip with darknefle in thee, or its deeds, nor concord with 
the devil or his works; but makes manifeſt and reproves all 
ſuch things: which light, being received in the love of it, 
and believed & waited in, man becomes a child of ic, & ſo ir 
gives him a good underftanding, and opens an eye in him, 
whereby he comes toſee the hand, and workings,and appear- 
ances of the invihible God : and this light is the free gift of 
God, which is comeupon all men ; which being reje&ed,and 
a man not liking to retain it in his knowledge, he profeſ- 
ting himſelf then to be wife, becomes a fool, and brin 
condemnation upon himſelf, for reje&ing that, which ſboul 
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miniſter all things unto him appertaining unto life and god» 
linefſe. Therefore, O King, give all diligence to receive the 
Gife which God hath placed in thy heart, that ſa thou maiſt 
be acquainted with. wiſdom, and that thou mayeſt be filled 
with moderation, gravity and patience, and come to a right 
underſtanding &diſcerning,thatſo thou mayeſt rightly look 


upon things palt, preſent,and to come; and fee them asthey 
were, are, and ſhall be, 


Secondly, Concerning the overturning of thy Father, &c. 


Concerning thy Father, and thoſe that took His Part, 
there was an eminent hand of God in breaking them down, 
and bringing them under; and God did it not without a 
cauſe; for the Iniquity in them provoked the holy Godto 
anger, and the height and pride of their ſpirits grieved and 
prefſed the{Spirit of the Juſt God; and after he had a long 
time born with them, and warned them with his Eternal 
Light in their conſciences, yet they repented not, but ſtill 
grieved his good Spirit by many prevocations, and waxed 
higher and higher againft him in diſobedience; His anger 
then was kindled againſt them, and his indignation waxed 
hot; and he aroſe in the fiery ſpirit of his jealoufie, to eaſe 
himſelfof his adverſaries,and avenge himſelf of his enemies: 
and becauſe the living, wiſe, Eternal God ( who made all 
the Nations of the Earth of one blood, and is no reſpetter 
of perſons) ſaw that thoſe that vook part with thy Father, 
were generally (according to outward appearance account- 
ed thewiſeft, richeſt, nobleſt and ſtouteſt men, (mark) and 
that chey did glory in their Wiſdom, Riches, Nobiliry, 
ſtoutnelle and ſtrength, and vaunted themſelves over 
them that were made of the ſame blood ; He (the living 
God) did then appear in contemptible Inſtruments, ( as 
to outward appearance ) as in Trateluen, Ploughmen, 
ſervants and the like, with ſome others, which I know 
thy Fathers Party made a mock at, and even fcorned them 
as it werezand thought it toolow,and too baſe a thing, toen- 
gage War againſt ſuch a contemprible People ; yer in ſuch,1 
lay,did the Lord appear to carry on that Work which he had 


deter- 


determined, even te bring down the loftinefſe of Man, and 
to ſtain the pride and glory of flelk, and that thy Fathers 
Party might have come to ſee that they were but men, made 
of the ſame earth and blood that others were; And the Lord 
God appeared mightily in thoſe his Inftraments, giving 
them Wiſdom, Courage, and Strength to manags a War a- 
gainſt a far more m—_ and wiſe People, as to outward ap- 
pearance, than themſelves, and they prevailed daily againſt 
their Enemies; And the afte&ions of the People run forth 
and inclined towards themz And God ſtruck thy Fathers 
Party with dauntedneffe of Spirit, and curned their wiſdom 
backwards, and proſpered them not inthe Field, but ſome- 
times cauſed them to Flee before their Enemies, and other 
times gave them into their hands; and yer they Repented 
not, neither did they humble themſelves before the Lord, 
but fretted and ſtrove, and fome Blaſphemed and Curſed 
even for madneſle to [ee how they were Defeated ; yer they 
ſtrove in vain, for God was againſt them, and they grew 
weaker and weaker, until they were even wholly ſubdued, 
and brought under their Enemies, 8& given into their hands 
for a Prey 3 That ſo they durſt not ſcarce a&, or [peak any 
ching againſt their Enemies: And God ſuffered Thy 
Father to be delivered into their hands : And thus the Lord 
{tained the Glory and Pride of that People which took part 
wich thy Father and Thee,by a low and contemptible means, 
as to outward appearance ; though I do verily believe that 
thoſe in whom God did appear againſt thy Father, thy Self, 
and thoſe that took that part, did aCt ſeveral things againſt 
you, beyond their Commiſſion they had from God; yet he 
did permit them: And in feveral of them, who did engage 
againſt thy Father and his Party, there was once a tender, 
honeſt good Principle, in the day when they were low ; and 
there was true deſires in ſome of them after a juſt Liberty, 
both as appertaining to Conſcience, and in things berwixt 
man and man ; andthey were truly ſenhable of many Op- 
preſiions which were in the Nation, both in matters of Re- 
ligion, endin the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land ; and they 
cryed unto God when they werelow, and vowed unto him 
({ and engaged unto man _) That if he would deliver their 
Enemies into their hands, that then they would remove all 


Oppreſlion, 
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Opprefſion, and make the People of theſe Nations a Free 
People, and that they ſhould havetheir Juſt Rights and Li- 
bercies both as Men, and as Chriſtians. Now after Thou 
hadfſ alſo ſtroven againſt them ( with a perfidious People,to 


.wit, the Scots } and ye were defeated; the Lord gave their 


Enemies ſo into their hands, that they had as much outward 
Power in theſe Three Nations as they could delire; and they 
alſo became a Dread, and a Terror to ſome Nations abour 
them ; And they had Power, and Opertnnity to have Re- 
moved allOppretſions out of the Land:but alas,Covetouſnes, 
and Se)f-ſeeking Luſts, ſprang up in moſt of them, and lea- 
vened them ; ard when they had Reſt and Fulnefle, they 
forgot the Lord, who had Raiſed them from a low degree ; 
and they forgot the Oppreſlion of their Brethren alſo, and 
regarded not to Pay their Vowsto God and Man : Bur after 


Aatime the Chief of them got into thy Fathers Houſes and 


Lands, and into Thixe, and into ſome of thoſe that took 
Yourparts,: and others they Sold, and fo thereby became 
Greatin the Earthz And then their luſts encreaſed, and 
they grew wanton againſt the Lord alſo, and boaſted them- 
ſelves over thole whom they had Conquered 3 And ſome of 
them began to creep into thoſe Places and Things them- 
ſelves, which they bad cryed out againſt in others; And (o 
built and ſet up the ſame Thing, in, and among themſelves, 
which they had thrown down, and deſtroyed in another ; 
onely in Deceit and Hypocriſie, they got other Names for 
them. Then ſeveral of the Army that were amongſt them, 
when they faw their Deceitand Wickednefle, and that they 
did not intend the thing,which they did pretend, durfſt not 
for conſcience ſake continue any longer amongſt them but 
left them ſeveral years ago, and declared againſt chem; And 
others ſince, that feared the Lord, were turned out by them; 
{o that ina ſhort time many of them became greater oppreſ- 
fors and Perſecutors,than thole whom they had conquered, 
and ſo provoked the Lord to anger. Then cheLord raiſed 
up many Prophets and Servants, and fent them among 
thoſe who had ated thus treacherouſly : and ſome alſo wrot 
unto them, and laid their abomination plainly before them, 


& ſhewed them wherein they had exred, K exhorted them to 
| Repentance : 
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Repentance : and plainly bowed untothem, what the Lorg 
required at their hands: And ſometimes were made to Re- 
prove them ſharply and plainly, and Prophelied unto them, 
that the Lord would confound and break them to pieces one 
againſt another, and ſuffer them tobe deſtroyed, if they re» 
enced nor ſpeedily : but they would not hearken, but grew 
ftif-necked againſt the Lord and his People, and ſuffered 
many of them to be Oppreſſed, their Goods ſpoiled, and 
ſome of them to be Impriſoned unto death in their Names : 
And thus they Rebelled againſt che Lord more and more, 
and boaſted of their Strength, and Wiſdom, and Valour ; 
and ſo forgot how that it was the Lord that raiſed them 
up from a low degree, and gave them Power over their Ene- 
mies: And thus they wrought grievous Provocations in his 
fight, ſo'that chen the Anger of the Lord was kindled 2- 
gainſt them 3 and as they forſook him, ſo he forſook them ; 
and at length he gave them up cothe Countels of cheir own 
Hearts, becauſe they had reje&ed his Counſel: And then 
they began toDivide and -_ amongſt themſelves, and to 
Betray one another for Self-ends ; and their Gourage be- 
gan to fail, and faintnefſe and deadnefle of Spirit ſeized 
upon them z and having plunged themſelves ſo far into Co- 
vetouſnefle and Luſts, cheCloud of Error grew fo thick up- 
on them, that they could not ſee the Cauſe, that they once 
were (o Zealous for : and then Confirhon fell upon them, 
and they groped like blind men, and knew not at what they 
ſtumbled 3 neither knew they for whom, nor for what to 
ſtand; bur ſometimes cryed up and Engaged for one Thing, 
and ſhortly after cryed againſt it, and threw it down again 
and ſome of them cryed for one Thing, and others broughe 
forth another Thing ; and ſo like Babels builders ( whom 
God determined to fcatter) they aQed ; and their Eye be- 
ing blinded, they wroughe their own deftrudion ; and few 
of them ſaw it, until it was come upon them; and them 
that did, were as men amazed, and knew not how to help 
themſelves. Andthus the juſt hand of the Lord came upon 
an Hypocritical, Deceitful, Profeffing People, whoin Words 
have made a great' Profeſſing that they knew God, burt- in 
Works they have denied him; and therefore hath the'Lord 
taken 
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taken away their ftrengeh for che preſent, and turned their wiſ- 
dom backwards, and tained their Glory, that they alſo might 
cometo {ce what they were, and what the Lord did forthem, 
and what they arc fallen from, that ſo happily fome of them 
may come to find repentance, and to be humbled under the 
Mighty Hand of God , and the Lord may heal their back« 
flidings, and may raiſe up his own Eternal Witncfe in them 
(the Tabernacle of David) which hath been fallen down. 


3- Concerning thy coming ſo far into Power again, &c. 

Nowgobſerve the hand of the Lord in thy coming ſo far into 
Power again, and thoſe who took part with thy Father and 
Thee Firſt, confider the cauſe of it (in the fear of the Lord) 
and chou wilt find, that it js, becauſe they unto whom God gave 
ſuch power over you, were not faithful unto God, as bath been 
faid before, but grieved the Spiric of the Lord with their hy- 
pocrifie from day to day, calking for Liberty, but bchold they 
brought forth opprefſion, and ſo became worſer than you that 
went before them, who did not profeſs ſo mach for Liberty in 
words; And this 1 know, that it they had been faithful unto 
the Lord,thou and thoſe called thy Friends,could not have come 
over them thns as ye have done 3 Therefore let no man deccive 
thee, by perſwading thee that theſe things are thus brought to 
paſs, becauſe the Kingdom was thy own proper right, = 
cauſe it was with-held from thee contrary to all right, - 
caufe that thoſe called Royalits are much morc_righte6us than 
thoſe, who are now fallen under thees For I plainly declare unto 


- thee; chat this Kingdom, and all the Kingdoms of the Earth,are 


properly theLords,8 that he may doth give them unto whom» 
{oever he pleaſeth 3 and whenſocver he pleaſe,he may take chem 
away again,and give them unto achers,and when he doth thus,ic 
is not contrary to right; And this know that it was the Juſt hand 
of God intaking away the Kingdom from thy Father and Thee, 
and giving it uno others,and that alſo it is now the jult hand of 
the Lord to takeit again from them ana bring them under Thee ; 
Though I ſhall not ſay, but that ſome of them went beyond their 
Commiſkon againf thy Fetber,when they were brought as a rod 
over you,and well yil it be for thee if thou becom'| not guilty 
of the ſame tranſgrcfſion now thou art broughtover them; a ol 
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this conſider, that thoſe who are called thy friends, who were 
Conquererd, have humbled themſelves but liunle under the hand 
of the Lord,but are ſtill found to be. in great tranſgreftions ; and 
alſo conſider,the manner how this thing hath been wrought,and 
carried on, concerning the bringing in of thee again, that ſo 
there may be no fleſhly boaſting, for the thing is plainly dif- 
cerned by them whoſe eye is ſingle, and 1 (hall declare it unto 
theez Mark, the Army having ated fo deceitfully, the luſts and 
gain of the world blinded their eye, and they having ſo far pro- 
voked the Lord, until his decree was ſealed againft them,and he 
had determined that they ſhould be broken; after this they (plit 
among themſclvyes, and turned from one thing to another, and 
knew not whereto reft, and the Lord ſuffered ſome to rife up 
from among themſclycs to deceive the reft, and ſo they through 
diſſimulation ( in profeſſing to ſtand forthoſe who had fo emi= 
nently flood againſt thy Father and thee )-got power to weaken 
and turn out thoſe that were really againſt thee, as difturbers of 
the Good Old Cauſe (as they tearmed it) and ſo by little and lit- 
tle ſtrengthened thoſe that ſtood for thee ; and thus the deceived 
blind men provided a rod for themſelves, & ſo by little & liecle 
wrought themſclves under it, and it is. juſt upon them, for the 
rod is for the fools back. So ler this be conſidered, that this 
was not carried en by the toutneile of thoſe that ſtood tor thee, 
nor yet by a viſible plain down=-right dealing,but rather through 
the hidden myfteric of deceit, which was ſuffered to work a» 
run thoſe whom God had determined ſhould be broken, that 
O»by the ſame way whereby they had deceived others , which 
was,by pretending to ſtand for that,which they did not intend, 
I (ay, even by the ſame way,they in the end ſhould be deccived 
themſelves : $o let none Glory in what is done concerning this 
thing,as if it were done by their valour or wiſdom, though I can 
truly ſay,the hand of the Lord hath permicted theſe things, and 
that for the cauſes before mentioned, and he will be glorificd in 

all the(c overturnings, 

4. Concerning the great danger thoy art in,in thy comingin, &c, 

And alfo,confider the danger that thou.art in, in thy coming 
in as King of theſe Nations, for it is excceding great as things 
Rand,and this hath been much upon me to lay before thee and 
it is in tender love both to thy Soul and Body; for | plainly ſee 
that 
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that if thou ſhouldeft come in = the acconnt of the peorle 
called Presbyterians, if thou ſhouldeſt refuſe to bow to what 
they would ſet vp, or if thou ſhouldeſt not ſatisfie the ungo&1y 
covctouſneſs of their Pricfts, there is ſeveral of them would bs 
ready to ſerve Thee as they did thy Father if they were permits 
ted, '- And if thou do come in pon the account of thoſe people 
called old Royatiſts, ( Mark ) traly, though I do believe they 
would abhor ſuch a thing as to ſcll thee 3 yet the iniquity of 
many of them is ſo great, and there is ſo much Swearing, Tults 
and vanity among ther, that except they repent, they are not 
like long to proſper, but the hand of the Lord will affurcely 
break thew alſo. And furthermore confider,there are a decciful 
people in theſe Nations, for there arc many thouſands that now 
appear highly for thee in words, that if they could fee a likely- 
hood of a change, they would appear as much or more againſt 
thee : Therefore conſider thy ſtanding, and be not high mir- 
ded, but fear, and take heed Ieaft thou fally and neycr go about 
to cngagethe people untothee by Oaths, leaft thou cauſe many 
to forſwcar themiclves ; for truly this people, a great part of 
them are a perfidious people,as they have maniteſted themſelves, 
who one while, have Sworn for a King and Parliament, and 
(kortly aſter, they have ſworn againſt a King , fingle Perſon or 
Houſe of Lords, and ſhortly after they have Sworn or engaged 
for a ſing/e Perſon again, and called one another Lords ; and a' 
little while after bave turned againſt that Government,and cr y- 
ed up a P arliement again; and now the ſame people arc general- 
ly crying up a King again 3 And truly thoſe Rulers who have 
impoſed ſo many levcral engagements upon the people, they 
have done exceeding evilly therein : And how abominably have 
theſe durty,deccitfal,covetous Pricfts ated in all theſe changes ? 
Oh it is hard to utter their deceit, who cne while have prayed 
for a King and Perltement, and when they ſaw the King was 
likely to tall,and that he was no waies likely to maint:in them, 
then they turned againſt him,and prayed only for the Parliament, 
and aflcrted their Authority, and curſed them th2t would nor 
go out to help againſt the Mighty, And ſhortly 2% :r when: 0+ 
liver Cromwell had turned out the Parliament , and f:t up Hime 
ſelf, then they cryed up (and praycd for) him, and mny of 
them began to affert his Anthority to be juft 3 and when he dyed, 
many of theſc Pricfts began to 11" themſclv.s to his Sonand 
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fawned upon him, that he mighc provide for their God, which 
is their Bclly 3 and they appeared to be ſorrowful for his Fathers 
death, and blaſpemouſly tcarmed him the light of their eyes, 
and the breath of their noſtrils; and they told Richard that God 
had left him co carry on that, Glorious Work which his Father 
had begun 3 And ſome of theſe Pricfts compared Oliver to 
be like unto Moſes, and Richard to be like unto Joſhua, who 
ſhowld carry thera into the promiſed Land 5 But ſurely theſe 
blind Pricfts are yet in A£gypt, the land of darkneffc, and there 
arc like ta \ic except they repent.And ſurely thoſe that made O!i. 
ver Chanceclor of one of their Univerſities, they hoped he 
ſhould have continucd Ionger in his place then he dids But it 
is manifeſt that they arc ſuch as the Prophet ſaid, night ſhould 
come upon them, and they ſhould have no viſion. And how 
ſoon did ſome of them turn for a Parliament again, when the 
Army turned out Richard} And when George Booth made a 
riſing, and they thought there would be a wrn , then ſome of 
them cricd out againſt the Parliament, and began to curſe ſuch 
as would not go out egainſt them 4 And. when George Booth was 
taken, then many of them began to petition to the Parliament,

Chriſt allowed his Minifters to take, I have unity withz And 
I know.,that ſuch as arc his Miniſters, will be therewithal con= 
tent, but ſuch Miriftcrs as will not, they ſerve not the Lord Je 
fus Chriſt, bus thcir own bellies, and ſuch 1 cannot but deelare 
againſt. Therefore now O King be wiſc, and cleave unto the 
Lord wich thy whole heart, and he will tcach thee to Jove thy 
Encmics, and to do unto all mcn, as thoh wouldſt they ſhould 
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deunto thee, if they were C thy coridition and thou in theirs ; 
and this is the way for to proſper,and this will engage the Lord 
for to ftand for thee; And alſo it will reach the witnefſe of 
God in all people, and thou wouldft become honourable in 
their hearts, and hereby they would be engaged and drawn 
unto thee more then by Oathes or force of Armes ; Bat if thou

O King, for theſe 
things will the Lord God viſit, and it thou fcek not to ſtop 
them, thou wilt feel Gods hand for itz Verily,l declare unts 
T hec,in the fear of the Lord, I never heardof,nor beheld ſogreat 
prophaneſle, as I have done within theſe fey weeks paſt : Oh, 
it is hard to utter, how much Wine and Rrong Drink hath been 
devoured in waſte, by peoples drinking of healths unto thee ! 
ſome upon their knees, and ſome otherwiſe, even until ſome 
have been ſo drunk, they could neicher ſpeak or go right, and 
what abundance of wood hath been waſted and devoured in 
making of great Boneefires ( as they call them? which they 
have dane as they ſay to reJoyce becauſe'of Thy coming ; Yea 
even ſuch great fires have been made upon this account,that they 
have been dangerous both unto Cities and Towns, and ſuch 
noiſes have been heard of late in Cities and Townes, as 
ſcarce ever have been the like, by ſhooting off of Guns both 
great and ſmall, and by ringing of Bells, and by peoples | 
linging and laughing, and ſhouting like riotous mad men, 
and the fircets in ſeveral places fſtrown with flowers, and ' 
the like; And this is done in rejoycing concerning Thee, 
and what abundance hath been devoured in fcafting, and ban* 
queting, and abominable rejoycings? And alſo, conſider in 
what great need poor p:ople arc of ſuch Creatures as have been 
thus devoured, and, confider what can be the end of all theſe 
things ; now the Lord is my witnefſe, when 1] have ſeen and : 
felt this ungodlineſſe, a tender pitty hath aroſe in me towards ; 
Thee, becauſc,] have beheld the danger that Thou art in,whigh 
isexcceding great: Let no man deceive Theegby perſwading 
Thee, that Thou art in a ſafe condition, becauſe the outward * 
Rrength of the Nation appcars to be at thy command ; For 
coniider this, Oliver Cromwel,and his party had as much of thas | 
fircngth, (or more onces)) as Thov haft now; and thoſe called - ! 
Thy party, were fallen as much under them, as they arc now un» 
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der Thinez And yet conſider how their firength was taken 
from them, and how it vaniſhed away like ſmoakz Yea, the 
Lord is Rightcous and Powerful, and it he ſpeaks but the word 
it muſt be fulfilled, and there isno people too firong for Him; 
for all Nations in compariſcn of Him, arc but as the drop of a ' 
Bucket, and as the ſmall duſt, which his breath ſcattereth as he 
pleaſcth, and eruly, God is highly provoked, therefore take heed 
whatThou doft, 


5. Concerning Religion and the Spirit of perſecution, &c. 

And as concerning Religion, Fexhort and warn Ti;ec in the 
Name and fear of the Lord, toxake heed that thou bind not the 
conſciences of any, and that thou ſuffer no other means to be 
uſed about Religion but what the Apoftles uſed; For all this kil 
ling,and impriſoning,and perſecuting about Religion, the Lord 
abhors itz Yca,the Papiiis killing, & impriſoning, and perſecuting 
of the Proteſtants, & the Proteſtants killingy% impriſoning, and 
perſecuting of the Pzpiſts, and others about a form of Religion z 
theſe things arc of the Devil, the deftroyer in them both, and 
not of Chrift, who came not to deſtroy mens lives, tut to ſave 
them : And conſider, Cain was the firſt murtherer about Religi- 
on, who [I:w Righteous Abel, and Cain was for ita vagabond ; 
And the vagabond Jews perſecuted Chrift and the Saints z and 
the Saints, fince Chrift ſuffered without the gate by and for 
finners, uſed no perſecution about Religion, but Chrift ſaid 
that inwardly ravening Wolves ſhould come 3 And Pau! pro» 
phefied that after his departure, grievous and ravening Wolves 
ſhould come, who would net ſpare the flock, and before obs 
died he ſaw them come, and ſaid to the Saints, little Children, 
ye have heard that in the laft times Antichriſt ſhall come(mark) 
even now ſaid he arc there many Antichrifts already come, 
whereby we know that it is the laſt time : ſo mark, theſe Anti» 
chrifts killed thoſe that held the Teſtimony of Jeſus, which is 
the Spicic of prophecy; And here the whore ( adulterated 
from God ) gotup, and ſhe drank the blood of the Saints and 
Martyrs ot Jcſus, and the Kings of the Exrth commited for- 
nication with her, and drank her cupz And (he fate upon Na- 
tions, Kindreds, Tongues,and Peoplez So all this impriſoning, 
and killing,and whipping,and ftocking,and ftoning and mang- 
ting

ling of the Creatures abour Religion, is prattiſed among the 
Heahens , and the Antichrifts, the Apoſtatized Chriftians,who 


are gone out ſrom Chriſt, and the Apoſtles Spirit and Dodrinez 
for they wreftled not with fleſh and blood, but with Principa- 
ticics and Powers, and Spiritual wickednefles in high places z 
So they fought againſt Spiritual wickednefie, and not againft 
Creatures, and the Weapons of their warfare were not Carnal, 
but Spiritual ( mark) they/uſed no impriſoning, ſtocking, whip- 
ping, toning, hanging, burnirg baniſhing, or mangling of the 
Creaturesto perſwade or turn them to theirReligionzneither did 
they uſe any other force (to turn people to the pure ene, 
then that which proceeded from the inviſible Power of Gods E- 
ternal Spiric in them, which truck at the Spiritual wickedneſſes, 
and the evil choughts and immaginations which were cxalted 
in people above the knowledge of Chriſt , and ſo they ſoughe 
to bring the wickednefſe into captivity, and not the Creatures g 
But to bring them into liberty, by turning them from darknefle 
to light, and from Satans power unto the Power of God: and 
them that had known the Truth, and turned from it, and bee 
came Hereticks, after the firſt and ſecond admonigion ( if they 
would not hear) they reje&ed, knowing, that ſuch were con= 
demned in themſelves; But they did not give order to kill 
ſach, for that had been the way to have ſent them headlong (ag 
one might ſay ) unto Hell: and as for ſuch as withſtood the 
Apoſtles, and would not receive the Goſpel, but oppoſed the 
Truth and themſelves, after they had gently and paiicntly deals 
with ſome, and taught and inftruted them concerning the 
Kingdom of God, and reproved and warned others, and they 
would not receive them, nor their Teftimony, they turned from 
them unto others, and lefethem unto the Righteous judgmente 
of the Lord, which was to be revealed in flames of fire upon 
thoſe that would not obey the Goſpel; But they did nor per- 
ſccute any, nor uſe any outward force with any about Religion, 
neither did they give any command for ſuch a thing z and to 
preſerve in the truth ſuch as were come toit, they biſed patience, 
meckneffe, long ſutfering,and ſound Do&rine; And kept them 
and commended them unto the ingrafeed word ( which was 
nigh in their hearts andin their mouthes ) the. which was able 


, tolave theirſouls3 And did not threaten to perſefuce them if 


they 
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they did turn cot of the _ Therefore, they that perſecure 
abow Religion,acc not for Chriſt, but Antichrifts, that is, againſt 
Chriſt. Sotake heed, that Thou doft not (ct up perſecution a+ 
boat Relizton, upon any pretence whatſoever, nor tolerate it ; 
For the Lord God hath Croat forth a people in theleNations, 
and he will bring forth morc, that cannot, nor may not bow 
unto any Other thing in their Worſhip, than unto the Name of 
J:fus, whoſe Name is called the Word of God : And if Thou 
oppreſiclt this people, the Lord will affuredly take away Thy 
power, and avenge their cauſe ;( mark that ) for he carcth for 
themz And verily, we have not another to truſt in , than the 
Name of the Lord, and we know that to be a firong Tower, 
which is ablc to preſerve us; And weknow. that he will nor 
ſuffer any thing to come upon us, but what fhall work for his 
Glory and our good . But theſe things are ſpoken unto Thee, 
that Thou might fear the Lord, and might 'it not pull judge- 
ment-apan thy own Head. |

This I declare in the truth and preſence of the Lord, and |

It is a righteous Government ( according to the higher Pow- 
er, which is according to that of God in every mans conlci.

things appertaing to God and man; Ard wezfor our felycs 
defire no greater liberty,cicher in thingy Religious, or in things 
Civil betwixt man and man, than we defire all others might en- 

+ Andif ſuch a Government as this be ſet up, then if he 
that is Chief, in taking care and ſecing that Juſtice may be done 
to all, without reſpe& of perſons, if he be called a King, a 
Fudge , @ may or a General, we ſhall not be againſt cither 
or any of the names; Or if the carcand truſt be Jaid upon more, 
if they be called by che name of a Parliament, or a Conncel, or a 
Committee, or King and Parliament, or any, we arc content, 
and ſhall willingly ſubmit unto Kighteouſnefſe from them, or 
any of them,as our ditty. =_ itis chat which is unei _

The way how we ſhall ftand for the rightcous Government 
and Governours, is, by yeilding all duc lawfull obedicnce unto 
them aud their commandsz And by labouring in the power 
of the Lord, to bring down and to keep under the evil luſt in 
people, which is the cauſc of all Wars, and rebcllions, and 
tranſgreſſion:; - And, as much as in us lics, we ſhall endeavour 
to live peaccably with all men, and perſwade others unto the 


ſame; andfo, by a Godly Converſation, we ſhall be patterns: 


unto others: And this will be an adorning of good Gc= 
vernment, and Governours, and a help unto them; And 
this we reſolve in the itren th of the Lord to do. Alſo, 
the manner how we (hall ſtand, through the Power of the 
Lord, againſt that which is unrighteous ( though it be called 
a, Government, and againft unrighteous Governours ) is, by 
bearing our teſtimony againſt them in the Power of the Lord 3 
And by yiclding no other obedience to them, than in ſubmit» 
ting patiently to ſuffer and endure, whatſoever puniſhment the 
Lord ſhall ſuffer them to Jay upon us : And -this ſhall turn 
againſt them daily, and weakenthemw, and bring ſhame upon 
them ; For perſecution, istothemathat perſecutgus, a token of 
perditions but unto us of Salvation, and that frem the Lard,

in plainnefſe, what is wrong in them, and in the Govern»

bad in eitherz However, we ſhall diſcountcnance it, and 
labour through the power of the Lord in a Spiritual war- 
{are'to deſtroy it, that ſoit may further appear, chat weare 
not againſt Magiftracy bur for it, ( it being Gods Ordi- 
nance } and that we. are onely againſt that in Magiſtrates 
and Peopie, which would and which doth defile, and pol- 
lute the place of Magi/tracy.

{hip;for man may as well ſay to the Sun in the Firmament, 


#tand thou ſtill; Or to the Sea, be thou dried up, as hinder 


one jot of the Lords mighty workings in this his day;for, his 
Work, yeazhis ſtrange work ſhall be brovghe to paſfe, and 
mine eye lees it, and not any mortal ſhall be able to hinder 
it. And into the belief of this, 1 know that the Lord hath ga- 
thered ſeveral thouſands into the ſame mind with me, that 
are called by thename of Quakers: And we could deſire, 
if it were the will of God, even that all men were of the 
ſame mind; And thoſe that are otherwiſe minded, we 
ſhall leave them unto the Lord, to do what He pleaſeth with 
them: Andweare freely given up unto the will' of God, 
and we have committed our cauſe unto Him, and He ſhall

He bring it to paſſe: And this we are confident of, that 
the Everlaſting Goſpe), which is the Power of God, ſhall 
again be Preached unto all Nations, Kindreds, Tongues and 
People ; and that the Whore of Ba!ylon, the Beaſt and his 
Horns, and his names which have prevailed againſt the Boe 
. dies of the Hely Peeplein thenight of Apoſtacy, ſhall ceaſeto 
prevail again che Saints, and that Babylon and her Mer- 
chants ſhall be thrown down and confeunded ; and then 
{hall the Saints of the moſt High poſſefſe the Kingdom, And 
we do believe,that God will overturn and overturn, until 
he hath brought to paſſe the thing that he hath decreed, 
which is,to eſtabliſh Righteouſneſs inthe earth and then ſhall 
there be Jrdges as at the firſt, and Coun ellors as at the begin» 
ning, and Kings ſhall become nurſing Fathers, and Queens, 
fhall become nurling Mothers, and the Kingdoms of the world, 
hal! zecome the Kingdoms of the Lord and of his Chrift ; and 
hereof we have an aſſurance in the Spirit of Truth, and yet, 
we neverexpet& to know Chriſt after the fleſh to Reign, bur 
be (hall Reignoverall the Earth, whoſe Kingdom is an ever- 
laſting Kingdom,and all Powers ſhall ſerve and obey him,who 
1s.

Take heed of ſccking revenge, O let not the enemy of thy 
Soul within or wichout,get thee into blood ; vengeance is the 
Lords and he will repay it : Therefore whercin thy encmics 
wene beyond their Commiſſion againft thy Father, or any than 
took his part, leave that unto the Lord, who will reward every 
one tn Rightcouſneſs, according to their deeds done in their bo- 
dics ; And conlidec how far Cbrift was from fecking or defiring 
revenge, when they murthered him as concerning the fleſh, 
who ſaid, Father forgive them, for they know not what they 
do. Oh-mindthat ſpirit, and eonfider he was greater than thy 
F atber, and he was free from all cranſgrefſionz and wherein thy 
encmics did cvil ia any thing againk thy F «ther, or Thgr,ond 
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\ .. thoſe that took your part ; freely torglve them, and render nor 
evil tor-cvil,unto any man, - but overcome evil with that which 
is good, O King, this were the way for thee to be eſtabliſhed 
in peace, and ſo to end thy dayes; Oh that thy heart were thug 
inclined ! that Mercy,and Righteouſneſs, and Peace might be 
found 'to Reigne in thee, and that Mercy might Triumph over 
ſeverity, then mighi'> thou proſperz and many of thy enemies, 
| and alſo of thoſe that arc called thy friends, might be converts 
ed unto God, and ſo ye might be united in tru love one unto 
f another, and this were better ehan conquering by force, And 
x conſtder this, there arc many,that ated apainſt thy Father. and 
thee, wham the Lord incends good towards, though I know,thas 
ſeveral of them through covetouſneſſe and envy, have done ex» 
ccedingly wrong in many things 3 Yet confider, how Chrift 
taught histo pray, forgive us our treſpaſſes, as we forgive them that 
treſpaſs againitws ; And 1 do verily believe that if they turn 
unto the Lord, and truly humble themſelves under his hand,and 
bclicve inche light of his Son and obey him, that he will freely 
ſorgive them all their Tranſgreſſions,. But if thou reſolveſt to 2+ 
venge thy ſelf, and thoſe called thy friends which have fuffer- 
ed, and to keep under thoſe, which are now fallen under thee, by 
a heavy yoalg cither in matters of worſhip, or otherwiſe, I know 
; it will cxaſperate the ſpirits of many againſt thee, and it will 
} raife up the deſperate aggravating part in man, and ſo the thing 
may kindle again in the murdering Spirit z And the Lord may 
ſuffer it to break forth into blood, which it it ſhould, ir may be 
the faddeht time that ever thou yet ſaweſt ; for this I know, and 
do ſtedfaftly belic7c, that after God hath tryed his people, he 
will affuredly bring an overtlowing ſcourge uporr this Nation, 
and many (hall fall and periſh by an evident hand and judges 
ment of-the Lord, except they repent ſpeedily 3 ' And verily, 
there is but a little ſpace given to prevent this great Judgement 
and deftruQion, becauſethe Lord hath already born long, and 
bis patience hath been exceeding great, and he hath fent many 
of his Servants, and Prophets to warn this ' Narionand others , 
and many thouſands have belicycd us, and arc gathered into 
Peace with us, notwithſtanding they: fee a great judgement to 
come upon the earth, and CUDPAY have believed uz, ye 
Jas, the far greater part hath cieher beater, or Imp. ifonesd, or 
| C3 {cofted 
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ſcoftcd at, or (lIcighted and rcjefcd us,and the teſtimony which 


we hold ; and ſome have ſpoiled our goods, and impriſoned 
ſome of us to death, and ſome of us have been killed for the te 
ftimony of Jeſus and the Word of God ; And ſo, many in the 
Nations arc waxed worſe and worſe; And when the Lord hath 
{mitten ſome, - they have revolted more and more ; and when he 
hath raiſcd up others, and given them proſperity , they have 
then fed themſelves without fears and forgot the Lord, and 
waxcd wantor-againſt him. Thereforc,ſccing people will nci- 
ther hear the Prophets of the Lord, nor regard the Light of his 
San in their Conſciences, which checks and reproves for tin and 


- evil in ſecret, nor turn to the Lord when he {miccs them, nor re« 


gard his Truth when they have proſperity , the Lord will 


| leave ftriving with ſuch a people, and bring ſuddain Deftru&ion 


upon them, and deliver his chofen as he did juſt Lot. So, we 
arc given up to theWill of the Lord,and dopatiently wait tor his 
mighty appearance to deliver us, who have long been a ſuffering 
pcople,who have ſuffered both by Parliaments, Army, Protefor:, 
and by choſe called thy Friends alſo ; yea, we have luftered and 
beenmoſt cruelly entreated, even by Rulers, Prieſts and People, 
Profeſſors and Prophane, becauſe we could not joyn unto the 
evil in cither, but have been made to- reprovEthem for it, 
& to exhortchem unto that which is goodzand ſo we muſt-yet do, 
ſo long as we find the Lord requiring it at our hands,though for 
it we be hated and perſecuted unto death,yer knowing that it is 
without cauſc on our part when we ſuffer ,* we have peace with 
God, through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in all our ſufferings3 and 
our lives arc not dear unto us,that we may finiſh our courſe with 
joys. and our Tcftimony for the Lord, which he hath given us 
co bear, though it be ſcaled with our blood; for we certainly 
know,that the Lord is our reward in whatſocycr we do,cr {uffer 
for his Names ſake. And now O King, as thou exp:&s the 
bleſſing and preſence of the Lord with thee in thy Govery= 
ment, fcarand dread his preſence, by-Randing in awe of his 
Itving Wienefle, the Light, which he hath placed in thy con-
